London. Dec. 15.—"Lord Methuen's 


check, following General Gatacre's re- 
pulse," says thei-Cape-'Town correspon- 
dent of The Dajty News, "haa had a 
most depressing *"jp|ecttipon the loyalists, 
who are by no tne'a.ns a growing body. 
They are filled with dark forebodings. 
Dutch disaffection is rapidly growing. 
A large section is restless and would need 
but little persuasion to join the Boers. 


"There are disturbing reports from the 


eastern districts of Cape Colony, where 
many secret meetings have been held. 
The Imperial authorities are arming the 
loyal farmers in the Stutterhemi and 
Keiroal districts." 


The correspondent of The Standard at 


Modder River, describing: the fight at 
Magersfontein, says: "Six miles had to 
be covered before the Highland brigade 
could reach the Boer stronghold. It is 
not yet clear through what mischance 
the force, which was led by guides, came 
upon the Boer trenches so unexpectedly 
And so suddenly. 


"Beyond question the Boers were 


aware of the approach of the British 
and had prepared to receive them. Ac- 
cording to one version, two Highlanders, 
through nervousness or clumsiness, dis- 
charged their rifles prematurely; but it 
is equally probable that the advance 
Boer scouts conveyed the intelligence. 


"Our men were totally unprepared. 


They had ribt even fixed" bayonets. The 
disaster was all the more exasperating 
because of the consciousness that, had 
the brigade been extended and with 
bayonets fixed, the trenches might have 
been successfully rushed with far less 
sacrifice of life." 


General Methuen officially reports thaft 


bis total number of killed, wounded and 
missing of all arms in the engagement 
of Sunday and Monday at Magersfontein 
was 8M. 
Of this number 15 killed, 47 


wounded, five missing and one known, 
to be captured complete the list of cas- 
ualties among the officers. 
The casual- 


ties among the non-commissioned offi- 
cers and men were 749. 
The brunt of 


the fight was borne by the brigade of 
Highlanders, which lost 10 officers killed, 
36 officers wounded and 650 casualties 
among the rank and file. It is known 
that the Black Watch was almost an- 
nihilated, and that 320 wounded, includ- 
ing 27 officers, have arrived at Orange 
river. 


Details gathered at Modder River by 


a representative of the Associated Press 
among the wounded British and Boers 
give some Idea of the desperate nature i 
of the fight at 
Magersfontein. 
The 


Highlanders did all that the most gallant 
troops in the world could do, but it was 
impossible to face the terrible fire of the 
Boers. 
The British artillery again 


saved the situation arid divides the hon- 
ors of the day -w ith the Scotchmen. The 
batteries n orked for hours under a gall- 
ing fire. 


According to the Boer stories, it was 


impossible for the burghers to have 
escaped fearful loss. One Btfer prisoner 
said a single lyddite shell killed or 
wounded over 70 Boers, and that two 
other shells burst over two bodies of 
Boers ensconed behind the range, doing 
fearful damage. All agree that the 
Boers fought throughout with the ut- 
most gallantry. Their sharpshooters 
seldom missed the mark. 


A Seaf orth Highlander says that while 


he was lying wounded on the field he saw 
a Boer, of typical German appearance, 
faultlessly dressed, with polished top- 
boots, a shirt with silk ruffles and a 
cigar in his mouth walking among the 
•ant-hills, picking off the British. This 
Boer was quite alone, and it was ap- 
parent from his frequent use of field 
glasses that he was singling out officers. 


Another wounded Boer says that a 


lyddite shell, fired on Sunday, fell in the 
middle of an open-air prayer meeting 
held to offer supplications for the success 
of the Boer arms. 


While the guards were advancing on 


the plain, which the Boers were shelling 
from the adjoining ridges, they encoun- 
tered and cut up a strong Boer picket 
posted on a hill for purposes of observa- 
tion. All the members of the picket were 
either killed, wounded or taken prison- 
ers. 


The newspapers are calling upon the 


government to employ the Cunarders aa 
well as the White Star steamers aa 
transports, seeing the urgent necessity 
for getting more men to the Cape aa 
speedily as possible. Forty thousand 
men could still be sent from England 
without calling upon 
the militia for 


foreign service. The militia effective is 
100,000; and from this body 20,000, care- 
fully selected, could easily be spared for 
Bouth Africa. Moreover, the colonies 
are again proffering assistance. 


Speaking at a Unionist meeting In 


Hackney, last evening, Rear Admiral 
Beresford said that he long ago told the 
secretary for war, t,ord- Landidowne, 
that the government was not sending 
enough troops to the Transvaal. 


"Lar^e reinforcements 
to all our 


auxiliaries for fighting," he continued, 
"" ust be dispatched immediately, and 


ore ehips must be placed in commis- 


sion in order that Great Britain may 
be prepared for eventualities. 
The 


Boers are a mobile force, and they have 
heavy modern artillery. We need more 
quick-firing guns. 
This war is one of 


the biggest upon which jafe have ever 
embarked, owing to till, ^surrounding 
political circumstances, and, If neces- 
sary, every mother's son among us must 
go to the front. 
British pluck and 


money will win, and then, with equal 
rights for all, the British flag must fly 
over the whola of South Africa." 


THAYER FOR CURRENCY BILL 


Conscience Compels Him io Lend His Al 


Toward Relieving Financial Interests. 
Washington, D«c. 15.—The debate on 


the currency bill in the house yesterday 
was tame and prosaic. The attendance 
was light. Mr. Thayer, a Massachusetts 
Democrat, \\as the only mernber of the 
opposition who made a speech for the 
bill. He said he regretted to differ with 
his colleagues, but his conscience com- 
pelled him to dissent. 


He 'spoke of the Chicago platform ol 


'96 as a great mls'take made by a portion 
of the Democratic party created by Jef- 
ferson, defended by Jackson and pro- 
tected by the immortal Russell of Mas- 
sachusetts at the sacrifice ofi life itself. 
Ha said he believed that if the question 
of silver at 16 to 1 could be !eft to the 
Democratic v»tsrs unaccompanied by 
illustrious names, th«y would reject it 
by an overwhelmirg rcajbniy. 


The time had come, he said, when the i 


financial interests should hs 'relieved 
from continued agitation of the financial 
question, which had be«n hanging ovei 
the country for the past eight years like 
a funeral pall. Mr. Thayer declared 
that the Republicans would not have 
had the courage to briny in this bill if 
the little band of heroic Democrats in 
the spirit of self'Sacrifice had not de- 
clared for the gold standard. 


Mr. Thayer was liberally applauded 


by the Eepublicans. 


The senate, by a decisive vote and 


practically without discussion, laid on 
the table the tettlgrew resolution of in- 
quiry as to whether or not United States 
forces had recognized the Filipino In- 
surgent flag and had turned over Span- 
ish soldiers to the insurgents. It agreed 
to the house Christmas recess resolu- 
tion.

ticipants! and spectators of the solemn 
service.

The ceremonies were conducted by the 


Masonic bodies and the Red Men of the 
United States. 
Charge of the cere- 


monies Was placed in the hands of the 
Masons of Virginia, it being in the Old 
Dominion that Washington was obli- 
gated as a master Mason, and there that 
he participated enthusiastically In Ma- 
sonic work and observances. 
The offi- 


cers of the grand lodge of Virginia, and 
the 
membership of Fredericksburg 


lodge, in which Washington was a Ma- 
son, and 
of Washington-Alexandria 


lodge, over which he presided vas wor- 
shipful master,'had the chief part in the 
duty of seeing that the observances were 
appropriate. 


Thousands of Masons were in attend-

Prayer was offered 
by Rev. G. H. Ray, D. D., of Virginia. 


Then the grand master of Virginia 


called upon each of the jurisdictions 
of the 13 original states, the jurisdictions 
of the western states and those of 
Canada, Belgium and Nova Scotia for 
messages and tributes sent by them, and 
all responded. 


Then the grand master of the District 


Of Columbia deposited within the tomb 
the lambskin apron, as a token of In- 
nocence; the grand master of Missouri 
deposited the white glove, as a token 
of friendship, and the grand master of 
California deposited the evergreen, as 
an emblem of the Masonic faith in the 
resurrection of the body and the im- 
mortality of the soul. 


Scores of beautiful wreaths and 


bunches of evergreens Were then de- 
posited within the tomb. 
The proces- 


sion returned to the east front of the 
mansion, where President McKinley de- 
livered an oration, as hia tribute to 
Washington. 


The president was interrupted fre- 


quently by applause, and at the close 
of his oration he was cheered heartily.

Mr.WiIkinsonAddresses Big 


Audience in Ward 4, and 


Answers Some State- 


ments 


MAKES A STRONG ARGUMENT 


And Meets Points on Which He Has 


Been Attacked. Mr« Dobson in 


Ward 2 Talks on Tammany 


Hall in North Adams. 


B. S. Wilkinson was favored with an 


exceptional audience in Miller's hall on 
union street in ward four last night. 
The hall waa filled to the door, many 
stood in the aisle and some stood on 
the landing outside of the door. 
In 


the beginning there was nobody on the 
platform in the hall, but in a short time 
it was necessary for those in charge 
of the arringements to place all the 
chairs that they could find on the plat" 
form and bring men from the floor to 
the stage and make more room on the 
floor for those who kept coming In. 
There were about 240 persons In the 
hall. Although Mr. Wilkinson talked 
at length and it was very wearying to 
stand up all the time to listen to him 
veiy few went out. At Mr. Wilkin- 
s. M'S suggestion a number sat down on 
tho fiont of the platform when all the 
Lhans were occupied. The speaker 
said that taking a seat there might re- 
sult in the accumulation of a little 
dust but it would rub off. 


F. S. Illingworth called the meeting 


to order and introduced W. H. Wood- 
head as chairman of the evening. Mr. 
Woodhead 
talked about municipal 


government in a general way and had 
something to say about the responsi- 
bility that rests on the voter in act- 
ing his part in the choice of the gov- 
ernment his city shall have. He con- 
gratulated the people on their taking 
so much interest in the present cam- 
pa'gn and said that it showed they 
were alive to the responsibility of 
citizenship. 
Vigilance, he said, was 


the price of good government. 
We 


have the best city, the best city char- 
ter and we want the best man for 
mayor. It is my pleasure to introduce 
to you just that man, E. S. Wilkinson. 


Mr. Wilkinson in beginning psid that 


he was glad to come to ward four. He 
understood that there was as many 
friends of Mr. Dobson in ward four as 
there were hi any ward In the city, 
but that was no reason that he should 
not have them all friends of his. He 
was glad to meet them anyway, anc1 
said that if after hearing what he had 
to say about municipal affairs they 
still believed In Mr. Dobson andflhrent 
to the polls Tuesday and voted for him 
that he would tell them that he for- 
gave them now. He would like them 
just aa well he said, almost better he 
was about to say, but he admitted 
that that would be too much, that if 
he said that they would not believe 
him. But he said that he had lived 
long enough to know that all the good 
•was not monopolized by one man, that 
all the right and good was not in any 
party, set or church and that he had 
pome to the point in life where it was 
easy for him to respect the opinions of 
otheis and not harbor 
resentment 


against any man because he disagreed 
with hs 11. 


But, he continued, if the friends of 


Mr. Dobson who hear me tonight come 
to the conclusion that it is betteer to 
vote for me than for Mr. Dobson and 
go to the polls Tuesday and vote for 
me- he wanted to tpl! them that he 
would forgive them for that too. He 
declared he was m a forgivina mood. 
We are all neighbors and friends and 
we are all going to live here, hee said, 
no matter who is elected mayor and we 
must all be forgiving and we must all 
live together in the right community 
spirit. 


Mr. Wilkinson then passed to the dis- 


cussion of public matters and to rid- 
dling the platform statements of the 
candidate of the municipal league. He 
said that he had not much to say that 
he nad not said before but that he be- 
lieved those present had come to hear 
him talk just that thing and that if 
he talked anything else than public 
matters he would be requested to stop 
and turn to city affairs. 
The whole 


question he declared was who was the 
best for us and What was the best for 
us? First, he said, Mr. Dobson objects 
because I £ay that I am a workingman. 
I am a workingman and I work as 
many hours as any of you and the eve- 
ning and my bed are just as -welcome 
and as restful to me as to you. You 
and I work in different lines, but both 
of us work nevertheleses. Mr. Dobson 
takes exceptions to my right to say 
that I have a friendship and an interest 
in the workingman. I will let those 
•who know me say whether that is 
true, If it can be proven thq.t I have 
not given all who came to me in need 
that assistance that it wan In my 
power to give, and if It can be proven 
that I have turned awayyhard and 
cold when a worthy appeal was made 
to me then it may be said that I have 
not in my heart 
any 
sympathy 


for the worthy appeal . and for 
the 


workingman. But H cannot be proven 
that I have ever been opposed to that 
which would benefit the workingman 
or that I have ever been deaf to those 
who needed material or other assist, 
ance. Mr. Wilkinson then said that he 
was going to have his fun out of the 
campaign if nobody else was going to 
have any. He said that he would get 
his 'pleasure out of going around and 
meeting many old friends in the lo- 
calities In which they lived and 
In 


meeting many new ones. Ha wished 
to say that he had been received most 
courteously wherever 
he had gone 


during the week. No word or act that 
could be called discourteous had been 
directed to him. Everyone had treated 
him like a gentleman and he had en- 
deavored 
to 
treat 
everybody 


like 
a 
gentleman, 
Mr, Dobson 


among the rest He wisheed to state 
what he had before statedthatif hesald 
anything that was discourteous to Mr, 
Dobson that when his attention waa 
called to it he would make ample 
apology. He was not out to make dis 
.courteoeus references to anybody, but 
to discuss public matters and men In 
a fair, frank- and honest way. Then 
he considered the eight-hour matter 
and said that Mr. Dobsln had p'tched 
Into him about that. 
He explained 


his position on the matter.and told how 
he had taken a principal part in get- 
ting the quettlon MlaUve1 to1 the law 


" 


on the ballot, having given consent to 
have It considered by the finance com- 
mittee o£ the council before ihe coun- 
cil meeting was held so that the com- 
mittee might be ready to favorably re- 
port on it the night of the meeting and 
not delay the matter past the time of 
getting it on the ballot 


Passing from this he took ur> the 


matter of enforcing the law and what 
Mr. Dobson had said about a higher 
power than Mr. Wilkinson keeping Mr. 
Wilkinson from enforcing the law. He 
again made his emphatic declaration 
that the law would be enforced and de- 
clared that here was no man nor power 
that-could keep him from enforcing the 
laws on the statute books. Mr. Wilkin- 
son said he had lived too long and had 
made too fair a. record to begin now 
tcrbe the tool of any man. And he 
solemnly said that he was too near the 
other shore to begin any sharp or un- 
worthy practice. He touched upon 
making promises and made It clear 
that he had made no promises and that 
no man had any authority to make 
promises for him. After election waa 
the time to consider appointments, not 
now. He said that no man was interest- 
ing himself in his election for the pur- 
pose of getting office, and if any man 
believes that he is interesting himself 
for the sake of apointment later and 
should make that argument that that 
was sufficient reason not to give him 
an appointment. 


Mr. Wilkmeon said it was exceeding- 


ly helpful to him to have Mr. Dobson 
talking. He brings up new things and 
gives him powder and Mr. W<'ltir"»'->n 
hoped he would keep talking till elec- 
tion day. Mr. Wilkinson then took 
up all the extravagant as^ertinni that 
Mr. Dobson had made and showed their 
absurdity. In doing this he discussed 
the S100.000 Chu-ch street 
t=toi>. tnt 


story of so many school buildings on 
one man's land, the story about the 
water supply for the Houghton school 
house and the snake story about Rat- 
tlesnake Brook. He made these stories 
sound utterly foolish before he left 
them. He also touched on the asser- 
tions about the "ring" and handled 
that without gloves. He declared that 
the man whi vas aromar up and rlovn 
denouncing and criticising everybody 
and everything was suffering 
from 


some trouble in the head or the stom- 
ach. Mr. Wilkinson did not take leave 
of this1 part of his subject without say- 
ing that for some reason or other Mr. 
Dobson on the night before had con- 
nfied himself to generalities and had 
largely left off making specific state- 
ment. He did call the attention of his 
audience to Mr. Dabson's statements 
about the school committee's contract, 
and he showed his hearers that the 
mayor had nothing to do with the 
school committee, that the school com- 
mittee was elected direct by the people 
and 
had 
to 
answer 
the 
people 


o»ly. He Inquired how Mr. Dobson 
would control the school committee. 


Mr. Wilkinson then passed to the 


question of taxes and took UD the 
city treasurer's report and went over 
ii item by item, showing his audience 
that there was littlei room if any to 
cut down taxes, unless the very neces- 
sary things of the city were not to be 
allowed the money t&ey demanded 
When he came to the appropriation for 
band concerts it gave him the oppor- 
tunity to tell the people present hla 
attitude on the band concert matter 
when It was opposed by strong mem- 
bers of the council. He did that before 
he expected to be mayor, still it is said 
that he has no syinpnthy with the peo- 
ple. Mr. Wilkinson inquired if the peo- 
ple wanted to cut diown the appropria- 
tions that brought the large returns- to 


Tuey aay that I am a stranger In the 


city, but when It suits their purposes 
they are willing to take In strangers to 
Please their own end*. They took a 
stranger for city engineer, "one of the 
most important offices there Is," and 
strangers for chief of police, superin- 
tendent of schools and a former road 
master. But when a mayor Is pro- 
posed, they say they want no stranger 
and no workingman. 


In speaking of the qualifications for 


mayor, Mr. Wilkinson is a financier 
and banker, but he has been wrapped 
up in dollars and cents. He Is not in 
touch with the people of the city. It 
is not his fault, nor is it mine that I 
am not in touch with his class. There- 
fore I deny him the right to say that 
he Is a friend of yours and o£ the 
workingman. I have no right to go 
into ward 5 and say that I am .a 
friend of the great men of that ward. 
I am not. And he has no right to 
come to you and say he is your friend. 


They talk of qualifications for office. 


Yet with all due respect to the com- 
missioner of public works, what quali- 
fications did a bookkeeper have to go> 
into a department of practical work? 
A man who has done such practical 
work all his life, if he is intelligent, is 
fitted better for such a position. The 
office of city engineeer has cost the 
city something like $15,000 for survey- 
ing. 
We don't propose to put in an 


engineer who will watch somebody else 
work. How can an impractical man 
tell when work is being done right 
and when there are too many workmen 
on a job? And two men do not need 
a boss to watch them. We can get 
men to do the work and put them on 
their honor without being 
watched. 


And the street department needs re- 


j forming. 
The present street superin- 


| tendent drives about in his buggy* with 
1 its coat of arms, with bosses under 
him, but we will have a man who will 
do his own work. 
What do the taxpayers in the out- 


skirts get for their money. Ward 2 has 
a beautiful school house, but the 
streets about it are marked "danger- 
ous, not a public street." And it Is not 
uncommon to see a teacher going to 
the school in rubber boots and wading 
in mud up to her knees. If I am mayor 
those signs will come down. 


Mr. Dobson spoke again of the charge 


that he was a stranger, and the vote 
last year which disproved it; also of 
the charter, which says a man need 
live here only two years in order to 
be eligible. 
They have a Tammany hall and a 


Platt in New York, he said. But it is 
much easier toi see those 
things 


there than here at home. But wa have 
a Tammany here. It is this Tammany, 
this ring, that we are fighting. 


He spoke of ^the claim that the mayor 


handles $600,000 a year, whereas he han- 
dles1 nothing. The trpnsurer does the 
handling, and the council cannot add 
a cent to the appropriations. The 
council Is a figurehead, and useless, 
showing that there are many things in 
the charter that need revising. He re- 
peated his statements about Mr. Wil- 
kinson's: position on the nine hour law. 


They say we shall disgrace the city 


by taking a rabble into city hall. But 
I shall put reputable citizens there, 
and we shall go in to give the city a 
"calm, reasonable, deliberate govern- 
ment." We shall save every dollar we 
can, and while we cannot reduce the 
taxes on^ half, we shall do what we 
can. I cannot tell what will be done 
about the valuation. That may not be 
raisgd this year. They tried that old 
trick of raisang the valuation to keep 
vaxes down.

"The Transcript," said Mr. Dobson, 


"claims that the members of the league 
are following their leader about from 
ward to ward, so I have come here to- 
night alone." He was glad to see that 
there were good representatives of 
ward 4 present, including league mem- 
bers who are residents of the ward. 


Ir. reply to Mr. Wilkinson on the 


qu.-stion of bringing water to the 
Houghton school through private land, 
he maintained his former position. He 
believed that the low pressure service 
on Union street was enough for fire 
protection for the school, and if it was 
not, then why were the people who 
lived on the street left with their 
homes thus protected only by an in- 
sufficient pressure? 


I am a wovkingman, and it cannot be 


that the people fear me. Who is it 
they fear? It is those who have so 
long had control of city politics. And 
it is these men we are fighting. There 
are men doing business here today who 
dare not come out and state their 
honest convictions, for fear that their 
notes will not be honored at the bank.
